Thanks for yrur letter of September ?4 e.n 
I hope that you will find the short biography of 
Samuel Slater of interest. 

Jhile any suggestions from me on subjects 
of international importance are probably superfluous^ 
in studying Khrushchev's character and his reactions* 
to such things as the TF 2 affair and others, :*t becomes 
increasingly evident that he is above all an actor : 
with tremendous force and imagination, who if, over- 
influenced. or control led by the vital need to "save 
face" and maintain his power with the Presidium* His; 
recent complete change of attitude when supported bv; 
a unanimous vote of the U.N. for a discussion ©f 
Colonialism demonstrates this characteristic of his! 
in a manner better than T can describe it. 

7/ith this in mind, it would seem to me t'hftb 
if England has not already done so, MacMillan is in n 
far better position than are we to attempt to make an 
alliance with Bussia. for the common defense of her 
present borders if she were attacked by Germany. If 
such a treaty were practical there would, I believe, 
be little or nothing to lose and a tremendous gain to 
the entire world. 


However, as l am one whose judgment on sue 
matters is of little or no value, I shall not be dip ap- 
pointed if you merely throw this idea in the waste 
basket and don't bother to reply. Knowing how terribly 
busy you are, I hate to take up any 8 of your time with 
idle thoughts. It would seem, however, that we nrn-t 
have in the United dt at e s some untapoed brains that can 
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find a way to either match or overcome Khru shone v* s 
enormous powers of anticipating and appraising osyai o— 
logical reactions of people and nations. 

You must he having a perfectly fascinating* 
time with such huge problems and all I hope is that 
your health is equal to the great burden you must o'* try

NEW YORK, Thursday. 

Mr. Khruschev’s last day at the 
helm of the Russian delegation to 
United Nations General Assembly 
turned out to be one of the most 
successful for the Soviet leader 
since he arrived in New York just f 
over three weeks ago. 

He was obviously jubilant at 
getting approval for the Russian c 
proposal that the question of t 
colonialism be discussed in full n , 
Assembly rather than in the 1 
political committee which is .the f 
usual procedure. 

For the first time since the 
stormy Assembly opened to-day 
found Mr.' Khruschev applauding 
the speech of a United States dele- 
gate and praising, though in mildly 
patronising terms, the decision' of 
the United Kingdom delegation/ 

The Assembly approved by accla- 
mation the Russian proposal after 
both the United States and United 
Kingdom had reversed their policies 
i and announced they would support 
j Mr. Khruschev.
